The Polish 
“Corridor” 


At thig stage it is important 
to distinguish betyeen two pro- 
blems which are often, though 
wrongly, associated, the so-call- 
ed Polish Corridor and the Free 
City of Danzig. When the 
Peace Conference sought.to give 
effect.to the thirteenth point 
quoted above, they did not in 
fact agree to grant to Poland al) 
the’ territory to which that 
country Jaid claim on the basis 
of population on her western 
borders. The German Govern- 
ment mnde its protest and gain- 
ed some important concessions, 
The final boundary was the out- 
come of patient and exhaustive 
study. 


The Corridor is and always 
has.been Polish in population; 
for centuries it hag been pro- 
lifically. Polish also, The figures 
of the German census of 1910 
showed clearly a large majorily 
of Poles in the territories later 
ceded to Poland both in West 
Prussia and in Poznania. If, 
therefore, self-determination has 
any meaning, the so-called Cor- 
ridor is Polish, Its inclusion in 
Polish territory is not due to 
economic reasong alone, nor does 
it form in any sense a part of 
the: Danzig issue. This needs 
to be clearly emphasised, for 
these two issues arc now public- 
ly ‘linked in German demands 
and have probably always been 
so in German minds. 


The truth is that it is East 
Prussia which is a German is- 
land set in a Slav sea. If, there- 
fore, the choice lics between in- 
| sisting that East Prussia re- 
mains an island and thereby 

causing its inhabitants some 
economic inconventence, and de- 
priving thirty-three millions of 
Poles of the outlet tothe Ba'tic 
upon ‘which their national life 
depends, no ‘court of justice 
could hesitate for 4 moment. All 
history goes to show that Po 
land cannot live without her ac- 
cess to the sea.

The Danzig 
Compromise 


Faced with ‘the problem of 
ensuring for Poland this ‘free 
and secure” access to the sea, 
the Conference in Paris set up a 
special commission to make pro-

posals for the frontier between 
Germany and Poland. This com- 
mission, which comprised  dis- 
tinguished representatives of 
the United. States, Great Britain, 
France, Italy and Japan, allocat- 
ed not only Danzig itself to Po- 
land, but also the railway from 
Danzig to Warsaw through 
Mlawa. After much ‘discussion, 
the Conference revised the Com. 
mission’s findings, The existing 
solution was that arrived at and 
Danzig was created a Free City 
under the protection of the Len- 
gue of Nations. 


There may be divergent views 
as to the wisdom of this com- 
promise solution. What cannot 
be denied is that it represented 
a sincere attempt to.reach a 
just and reasonable settlement 
which would at once respect the 
rights of the German popula- 
tion of the Free City of Danzig 
and grant Po'and that outlet to 
the sea which she must enjoy 
to live. Moreover it should: be 
remembered that while the form 
of the present arrangement is 
recent, the substance is not. For 
centuries of its history, Danzig 
hus lived a proud, prosperous 
and semi-independent existence 
while serving Poland as her sea- 
port.: There has in the past 
been criticism of the vaguencss 
of the articles of the Treaty of 
Versailles that define Danzig'’s 
status, and there is some sub- 
stance in this criticism. It re- 
muins none‘the Iess true that if 
there were a will to work the 
arrangement, it cou'd 
be made to work. In frequent 
negotiations spread over the 
last twenty ‘years, the Council 
of the League has:‘in fact settl- 
ed many difficult problems in 
connection with Danzig, some 
of which, the framers-of the 
Peace Treaty could hardly have 
been expected to foresee. The 
most important of these includ- 
ed the relations of Danzig with 
the Polish port- of Gdynia, the 
rights if any of the Polish Fleet 
in Danzig and the protection of 
the Polish minority in that city. 
These issues were all settled in 
Public by the Council. ., Many 
More. were agreed in private, in 
discussions which never. reach- 
ed the Council table. Any wise 
rapporteur preferred to wosk 
that way.

After prolonged hearings, 
the case in which seven men 
of the Water Police were 
charged with extortion, at-

conspiracy, was concluded 
yesterday before Mr. Q. A. A. 
Macfadyen. 

The first two accosed, Tong Po 
and Li Tal, were convicted and 
sentenced to nine months and six 
monthe' hard lubour respectively 
while the other five were dis- 
charged! for lack cf evideree. 

Mr. B. Prentia, Assistant 
Crown ' Solfeiter, conducted = the 
prosecution, and Mr. GC. A. S, Russ 
appeared fur defendants, 

Accused were alleged to have 
extorted money = frum yarlous 
heroln and vpium  divan keepers 
in the Yaumati district on behalf 
of n so-called “Sip Pat Yu Aase- 
clation"—18 friends, 

Yeuterduy, Mr. Rusa strongly 
eritised the method adopted by 
the police at an identification 
parade, He pointed out that all ac- 
cused, execpt the first and sec- 
ond, were on duty onthe dates of 
which they were alleged to have 
taken part in the extortion, Al- 
though cards on which the name 
of “Sip Pat Yu Association” was 
printed were produced by the pro- 
secution, the ecards did not carry 
accused’s handwriting and they 
might be casily ubtained from 
anywhere, 


SEVEN POINTS | 


Mr. . Rusa submitted several rea- 
nons for distinction between an

ANNOTATION BY 
THOMAS HARDY 


In a_little second-hand bookstore in Hong 
Kong, amid‘a jumble of dirty, torn covers, 

of books new and ‘old, of volumes that 
once graced the shelves of libraries of 
choice literature, and of tomes studied 
and ear-marked by electricians and engi- 
neers, the “ Sunday Herald” yesterday 
came across a number of quite remarkable 


books. 
One of them was a book 


of poems with pencilled 


notes and comments by Thomas Hardy; an- 
other a phrase-book which, if. genuine, is 
some 12 years older than the copy in the Bri- 
tish Museum; a small booklet, in Latin, print- 
ed 372 years ago; the diary of a religious fan- 
atic dated “February 10th, 1781”; reprints of 
the famous “Tatler,” with a dedication to 


William Lord Cowper, Baron: of 


Wingham, 


by Richard Steele, printed in 1711. 


In this same ‘book-store a few 
days ago, a local.collector, brows- 
Ing. through the musty, dusty 
shelves, came on ‘a unique copy of 
Bell’a “Italy,” iustrated by none 
other than the famous landscape 
painter, Turner, with blocks by 
Goddall. He also found a First 
Edition copy of Hardy's “Jude the 
Obscure." 

How did these books get to a 
Hong Kong second-hand shop? 
According to the Chineso owners, 
they have a relative in England 
who occasionally visits the auc- 
{ions of second-hand booka and 
buys a couple of hundred or go at 
random, 

There are very few real vollec- 
tors in Hong Kong but from time 
to time a discerning book-lover 
has found something quite valu- 
able from a colloctor'’s Point of 
view in this little book-store, * 

And prices are low, too, Most 
of the books cost from 20 centa to 
80 cents, with $1.60 the marked 
prices for books 200 years old or 
More, 


MUSEUM PIECES 

The two most expensive are’ the 
“Phrase: Book by William Robert- 
son, printed in 1681,” which is on 
sulo for $100, and “Ioannis,” the 
Latin booklet, which was printed 
in 1667 und ig for sale at $85. 

The former is believed to be a 
First Edition copy and if genuine, 
is probably the only copy of its 
Kind in the world. The British 
Museum copy was printed in 1693, 
There appear to.be no facilities In 
Hong Kong for determining. the 
xenulneneas of these two bookd, 
If they are genuine, their value 
is, of course, much higher. 

HARDY NOTATIONS 

_In May, 1938, the library of the 
famous poet and author, Thomas 
Hardy, was “dispersed; he died 
some four or. five years ago, Alr' 
books sold were specially marked, 
and a few copies came straight 
out to Hong Kong. 

Among them is a slim volume 
of "Cubist Poems by Max Weber,” 
several of which bear pencil- 
marks, presumably by Hardy him- 
self. Several -opigramsa bear 
Hardy's comments (given: below in

Fer colfectors of more modern 
stuff there is—or rather, was!—ao 
Firat Edition copy of essaya by 
the poet Richard Le Galliene, en- 
titled “Sleeping Beauty and other 
Prose Fancies,” ' 

Then there are a wholo flock of 
the works of Anthony Trojlope 
und Charles Dickens, circa 1870, 
full of those funny old drawings 
of the Victorian era. 

In the latter series are a num- 
ber in the “Charles Dickens Edi- 
tion” of Chapman and Hall, bear. 
ing the cx libris mark and. pencil- 
led comments of “Walter Hamil- 
ton, FuR.G.S., .

NEVER met Havelock Ellis, 

- who dled recently. I once tricd 
to make his ‘acquaintance, but hoe 
civilly Intimated that he 
rather shy of parsons, His books 
fll nearly on shelf of, my Ubrary; 
1 have them all, with gne excep- 
tion, The excoption a great 
work on the Psychology of Sex, in 
six volumes. This is the book 
which was not allowed to be pub- 
Mshed in England; it was banned 
as obscene literature, and a book- 
soller was prosecuted for selling: a 
copy. | 

The friends of Ellis were na- 
turally indignant ot such an in- 
ault to an eminent man of science, 
the last man in the world to cor- 
tupt public morals or to enjoy ply- 
ing the muck-rake. Aa in other 
well-known cases of more recent 
date, the censorship was roundly 
abused and held up to scorn, 

The case, however, was not so 
simple as that. There are classca 
of men — medical specialists, 
judges, magistrates, pricats and 
schoolmastera—whose business it 
{s to know the depths of human 
depravity and .the aberrations— 
sometimes a matter for the patho- 
loyiat rather th'an for the criminal 
courts — to which the human 
mind is Hable. It.is admitted that 
Ellis’s book contained much valu- 
able information of this kind, But 
it docs not follow that cold- 
\louded descriptions of beastliness 
should be sold over the counter to 
anyone who can pay for them, 

As a classical: scholar, I have 
many books on my shelves which 
would be confiscated by the police 
If they were written in English in-

stead of in Greek or Latin. I do 
not think they do me any harm. 
But I must confess thut J burnt 
the first two volumes of the Pay- 
chology of Sex as being too un- 
‘Wholesome. An abridged edition, 
with much Iess offensive matter, 
is now procurable. 

‘However, this: is no reproach 
to Ellis, whose book holped to pro- 
mote a moro rational attitude to 
abnormalities which for many 
centuries had been ferociously 
punished nos crimes. Superstition 
and the story of the fate of Sodom 
and Gomorrah had something to 
do with the horror which vented 
itsclf In extreme ‘severity. 

In the sixteenth century a cock 
was condemned to be burnt alive 
for the unnatural offence of laying 
an egg. Only a few years ‘ago a 


time to soak in, and perhaps the 


forces of inertin and reaction will- 


bo always too strong for his re- 
forms to bo ‘adopted; but I know 
no man in our (imo who has done 
more to batter down antiquated 
projudice and stupid obscurantism. 

He would like to ace all doctors, 
Civil Sorvants, ofl hospitals na- 
thonalised, and private medical 
Practice abolished. Things seem to 
be moving in this direction, Tho 
Ministry of Health. ought, he 
thinks, to be one of the chicf Gov- 
ernmient. officcs,. with very wide 
powers, But he is never tired of 
insisting that those who cry out 
for “more birtha” really mean 
“more denths,” for unregulated 
increase soon reaches its limits. 

There are other sides to his rich 
and widely sympathetic mind, He

Radical Cure 
Of Social Evils 


‘One of Ellis's earlier books is 
called “The Task of Social Hy- 
glene.” Social hygiene, he says, is 
more radical and more scientific 


. than social reform. It must com- 


plete the work which the reforms 
of the nindeenth century began. 
Social reform accepts the stream 
of life ns it finds it, and while 
working to cleanse tho banks of 
the stream makes no attempt to 
purify the stream itself, 

We may ‘mark four stages in the 
movement of the ninoteonth cen- 
tury. First came the effort to make 
our towne clean and sanitary. 
Then factory legislation. Then 
education, and lastly the effort to 
guard the child beforo school age, 
and to bestow due care on the fu- 
ture mother. All theso are environ- 
mental; there can bo no radical 
cure of social evils until the State 
acknowledges its responslbility 
for tho intrinsic quality of its 
eltizens, 

This means, of course, that Ellis 
was an enthusiastic cugenist, He 
was an carly disciple of that great 
man Sir Francis Galton, and like 
his master realised that it is use- 
less to try to legisinte in advance 
of public opinion. Ellis, however, 
is much less coutious than Galton, 
who was always moderate, almost 
conservative. But he accepted tho 
view that tho task of the cugenist 
is to educate public opinion, It is 
a slow and disheartening labour. 
In some ways there has been a 
distinct falling back since Bllis's 


-curlior. books,. In. fact,.the whole 


trend of thought since the war has 
been reactionary, 


War The World’s 
Worst Enemy. 


Elis finds that war is the worst 
enemy of civilisation. Ho examines 
the subject from every side, and 
can find nothing to say in favour 
of this, tho supreme curse of the 
human. race. He goes rather fur- 
ther than some would bo willing 
to follow him when he thinks that 
unregulated increases of popula- 
tlon is the chicf 
That it is one cuuse is obvious; 
und indeed the dictatorships de- 
Nberately discourage family limi- 
tation on the ground that the 
State needs more food for powder, 
and that what they call natural 
expanalon: of numbers is o justi- 
fication for the wish’ of the mili- 
tant State to disposscss its more 
Vacific 
bours of their territory. 

Somo of our youngor ougenists 
have partly given way to this 
argument, ond agitate for a higher 
birth-rate at home. Ellis sternly 
discourages this concession for

On the 
Fronch. churches he is an admir- 
able guide. 


The Soul . 
Of Spain 


But the land that.he loved beat 
was Spain. In his beautiful book, 
“The Soul of Spain,” he interprets 
to us, as nono had done before, 
that strange country of fire and 
ice, of mysticism and cruclty, of 
loyalty and.anarchism, We should 
not have expected him to feel any 
sympathy with the reactionary 
Catholic Church in the Peninsula; 
but he loved the Mass os celc- 
brated in Spain, in which ho found 
n solemn dramatic exhibition, “the 
initiation of the individual into 
the spiritual lifo of the world.” | 

And ho shuddered to think, as 
ho assisted at these services at 
Madrid and Barcelona, that before 
long all this might bo swept away 
in a tornado of bloodshed and des- 
truction. For he knew tho danger- 
ous explosives which threatened a 
violent revolution in Spain, where 
intolerance on both sides is a tra- 
dition.
